iWhen Mr. Uownic tell us that tlirro is a route, 
which is all but inipr.xcticalde, from Howe's Soun I 
to Lilooet Lake, he merely acq uaints us with a fact 
which was known and published more than two 
years ago; but when he informed the p'l'jlie that 
he took tho trniyrom the head of Jcrvis' Inlet, in 
sijarch ofa pass thi-oush the ni'innbiiii - lolh i.lj;e 
Kiver "and there met fas lio uiiiht have expect- 
ed] with pcriicnilicular li.ild nimiiitains and gla- 
ciers"— since asceitaiiied to lie apwirds of COOO 
leet high— I will merely add that he took the 
irronf? track, instead of follnwiu.t; tb* only P"ssi- 
lile route up French River, which fills in a! (he
